TO PANAMA CANAL 


Journey of 2,200 Miles 
Ship’s Longest Since 
Leaving Germany. 


STARTS AT 6:15 A. M.: 
OFF DAYTONA 8 P. M. 


Commercial Demonstration Is 
Given as One Reason for 
Long Sea Cruise. 


(Associated Press.) 

The great silver, cigar-shaped dirigi- 
ble Los. Angeles was poking her nose 
into tropical »reezes somewhere off 
the Bahama Islands last night on a 
projected nonstop flight to France 
Field in tue Panama Canal Zone. 

Taking off from Lakehurst, N. J., 
early yesterday morning with scarcely 
any advance publicity, the giant 
lighter than air hit a course southward 
well out to. sea on the Atlantic seaboard 
on a training flight with the double 


purpose of demonstrating the use of 


such craft in commercial service 
Although contemplated for some 
time, the exact nature of the flight 
was kept secret until the airship nosed 
away from her hangar at Lakehurst at 
6:15 a. m. yesterday. At 8 p. m,. the ship 
reported to the Navy Department a loca- 
tion approximately 300 miles due east 
of Daytona, Fla., and 300 miles north- 
east of Nassau in the Bahamas, where 
she expected to reach at midnight. 


Second Longest Journey. 


The voyage is not only the first at- 
tempted nonstop flight of a lighter 
than aircraft to the Panama Canal 
Zone, but will be .lso, if the flizht is 
successful, the longest journey for the 
Los Angeles since she was flown from 
Germany after her construction there 

It was explained at the Navy Depart- 
ment that the flight, being experl- 
mental in its nature, would make no 
attempt to set speed records. Lieut 
Comdr. C. E. Rosendahl, who is in 
charge, is expected by the Ni vy Depart- 
ment to take the craft far out to sea 
if he thinks it advisable, in ‘he hope 
of demonstrating the capabilities of the 
ship to make what amounts to a trans- 
Oceanic voyage. 

It was originally announced that the 
Los Angeles was taking a cruise to 
Guacanayaba Bay, Cuba, where the 
naval tender Patoka, which is equipped 
with a mooring mast for airships. Is 
anchored. It was the hope of the Navy 
Department that she would complete 
her journey without stopping, but the 
Patoka was anchored in the Cuban 
waters, about 1.500 miles south of Lake- 
hurst, to be available in event weather 
conditions prevent the continuation of 
the flight. 


May Moore to Patoka, 


Lieut. Comdr. C. E. Rosenthal, the 
commander of the only rigid airship 
left in the Navy, was given full au- 
thority over her and if he considers 
it discreet to moore the aircraft on 
the Patoka, this will be done. Then 
when weather conditions are favorable 
the flight to Panama will be resumed 

According to the plans, Lieut. Comdr 
Rosenthal will also determine whether 
he will return the Los Angeles.in a 
nonstop flight from France Field to her 
hangar at Lakehurst. Otherwise, he 
may moor her on the Patoka where 
fuel and emergency machinery may. be 
taken on. 

For some time the Los Angeles, fol- 
lowing her remarkable achievement of 
Jauding on the deck of the airplane 
carrier Saratoga, has been preparing 
for the trip to France Field where a 
stub mast of but 60 feet in height 
hasS been erected. 


Device Sent to Panama. 


She made tests at Lakehurst and the 
device was sent by ship to France 
Besides the stub mast, the de- 
vice consists of motor truck on which 
the tail end may be attached, which 
permits the large aircraft to swing 
around on the ground and not high 
in the air as do the tall mooring masts 
in common use elsewhere.

Train Robbery Prisoner's 
Confession Implicates 7 


Chicago Police Recover $17,000 of $133,000 Loot—Rail- 
way Men Said to Have Supplied Information. 
Plot Involves Women. 


> 


Chicago, Feb. 26 (A.P.).—Within 24 
hours of yesterday's spectacular holdup 
of a Grand Trunk train on the south- 
western outskirts of Chicago, the police 
tonight announced that one arrested 
suspect had confessed his share of the 
robbery, implicating seven men, includ- 
ing two railroad workers, 

More than $17,000 of the $133,000 loot 
was recovered and 25 suspects, includ- 
ing 5 women, were arrested in severa) 
raids, the police said. Virtually all were 
connected with the holdup, the police 
reported. 

The man who confessed was named 
as William Donovan. He was reporved 
to have told police that he and five 
others held up and robbed the train 
while the two unnamed railroad work- 
ers supplied them with information, en- 
abling them to board the train which 
carried funds to meet the pay rolls of 
four Harvey factories. Harvey is an in- 
dustrial suburb on the Southwest Side. 

While those itn custody were held tin- 
communicado tonight, the police, who 
bagged the suspects in a series of ralds, 
said it was through the ready admis- 
sions of a woman, Mrs. Donovan, wife 


‘of William, that the most important in- | 


formation concerning the train holdup 
was learned. 

Mrs. Donovan, the police, 
said her husband was a principal in tho 
$135,000 robbery of the same train near 
the same spot of yesterday’s holdup 
which took only six minutes and was 
executed without a single untoward in- 
cident against the bandits. From her 
information. the police announced 
they raided the home of “Limpy Char- 
ley” Cleaver, on the South Side, where 
the 817,000, in addition to 8600 in 
bonds, and five women and three men, 
including Cleaver, were arrested. 

Yesterday’s robbery was swift and 
dramatic, closely resembling in its exe- 
cution the train robberies of dime- 
novel fame. The train was stopped by 
a “passenger” at St. Marias, not a 
scheduled stop. As it slowed down, 
six men attired in Khaki overalls and 
masked, sprayed the train with an en- 
filade of shots from sawed-off shotguns, 
forcing the passengers and the crew of 
the mail coach to a rear coach.

Wright Says Smithsonian 
Has Been Unfair to Him 


Officials Wrongfully Pushed Langley’s Claims as Air 
Pioneer, Famed Aviator Charges—Explains 
Sending Plane to London. 


(Associated Press.) 

Orville Wright, ploneer aviator, ex- 
plains in an article written for publica- 
tion in the United States Air Services 
Magazine that he is sending the orig- 
inal 1903 Wright airplane to the British 
National Museum rather than keep it in 
this country “because of the hostile 
and unfair attitude shown toward us by 
the officials of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution.” 

Wright laid to the institution the be- 


‘| ginning of “a subtle campaign” to take 


from him and his brother Wilbur credit 
for certain scientific calculations and 
give this credit to the late Prot. Samuel 
P. Langley, one-time secretary of the 
institute. 

Expressing regret that he felt his 
course necessary, Wright declared he 
did so with the belief that the work of 
him and his brother “will be impar- 
tially Judged and will receive whatever 
credit it is entitled to.” 

“While Prof. Langley was secretary of 
the Smithsonian al} of the relations be- 


tween that institution and ourselves 
were friendly,” Wright declared in his 
article. 

“At that time Wilbur and 1 were unl- 
versally given credit not only for hav- 
ing made the first fight, but for having 
produced the first machine capable of 
flight and for scientific research from 
which the first machine sprang. 

“Our 1903 machine was based en- 
tirely on our own scientific tables and 
none other, 

“Langley’s published work in aero- 
dynamics consisted in measurements of 
air pressures on flat surfaces only. By 
an entirely different method we had 
made measurements of a great number 
of cambered surfaces, as well ag flat 
surfaces. Our measurements did not 
agree with those made by Prof. Lang- 
ley. 

“Although we were not able to use 
any of Prof. Langley’s measurements, 
because we had found them far from

opportunity was offered we expressed 
our sincere ‘appreciation for the in- 
spiratioh and confidence Prof. Langley’s 
standing in the scientific world had 
given us when we were starting.’ 

After Langley’s death, however, 
attitude of the Smithsonian [nstitu- 
tion began to change, Wright declared, 
and a campaign started by the insti- 
tution to take from the Wrights much 
of the credit then universally accorded 
them and to bring the credit to its 
former secretary. 

“Through some clever and some ab- 
solutely false statements it succeeded 
in doing this with people who were not 
acquainted with the facts,” he said. 

“It misrepresented in the annual re- 
port of the secretary for theyear 1910 
the statement made by my brother, 
Wilbur. at the time of the presentation 
of the Langley medal to us by insert- 
ing a quotation not used by him on 
that occasion, but used in a different 
connection at another time.”

False impression Charged. 


It is declared that the improper use 
of this quotation created a false im- 
pression that the Wrights had ac- 
knowledged indebtedness to Langley’s 
scientific work. The quotation, he 
said, was used in a letter at the time 
of Langley’s death, acknowledging an 
indebtedness to him for inspiration 

Wright said that the original 1903 
machine was offered in 1910 to the 
Smithsonian for exhibition, but that 
officials did not want it, preferring a 
much later mode}. 

Wright charged in his article that 
the institution published false reports 
of the Curtiss test of the 1903 Langley 
plane, leading the people to believe 
that the original Langley machine 
which had failed to fly in 1903, had 
been flown successfully in 1914 with- 
out material change.

Members of the committee were ques- 
tioning Horace F. Baker, president of 
the company, which operates nonunion, 
when Gooding heatedly said the firm 
was assisting the I. W. W., described 
by the senator as the “most dangerous 
organization in the world.” 

Gooding made the statement after 
Baker told the senatorial inyestigators 
his firm would not negotiate a settle- 
ment with the miners’ union; would 
continue to operate open shop and 
would try to give employment to both 
union and nonunion labor, Baker told 
the committee the company could not 
run its seven mines in western Pennsyl- 
vania under union conditions and meet 
nonunion competition.

Prior to this he had served continu-

He began his service in the House at 
the age of 30, and is now 55. He was 
born at Lonoke, Ark., August 26, 1872. 
and his early life was spent in the rural 
district where he was educated in the 
rural schools before going to the Unil- 
versity of Fayetteville, Ark. He was 
elected a member of the Arkansas 
Genera] Assembly in 1894 and was ad- 
mitted to the bar in September, 1896, 
after studying law at the University of 
Virginia. He later became a member of 
the law firm of Trimble & Robinson at 
Lanoke and proved a successful advo- 
cate and obtained a lucrative practice. 

Robinson is an aggressive fighter on 
the floor of the Senate. His intense in- 
terest in the cause he is advocating 
sometimes carries him to impassioned 
eloquence, and in the heat of debate he 
is often merciless to his opponent. But 
he fights fairly and above board, and if. 
in the stress of argument, he has said 
things which he himself regards as in 
any way unjustified he is usually the 
first to retract and make amends.

FLOOD CONTROL, 


Congress has been in session nearly 
three months, and it is not much nearer 
agreement upon a plan for controlling 
the Mississippi River than it was on 
December 1. 

Progress has been made, however, to- 
ward solving the problem of financing 
flood control. Sentiment in and out of 
Congress has steadily consolidated be- 
hind the proposition that the Nation 
should bear the entire cost of the work. 
President Coolidge has finally adopted 
after having loyally sup- 
ported the proposal embodied in Gen. 
Jadwin’s report, which would have re- 
quired the lower Mississippi States to 
contribute 20 per cent of the cost. 

Mr. Coolidge is said to be willing to 
cohcede that the entire first cost should 
be borne by the Government, but he 
holds that maintenance costs should be 
partly borne by the States. He sug- 
gests that the first thing to be done is 
to agree upon an engineering plan, 
leaving the question of financing to be 
settled later, after more thorough in- 
vestigation. 

Intimately connected with the prob- 
lem of the engineering plan is the ques- 
tion of organization. Who is to build 
these great works? The chief of engi- 
neers insists that the work should be 
under his charge, with the Mississippi 
River Commission as an advisory body. 
The Reid bill provides for a commis- 
sion composed of Army and civilian 
engineers, to have complete authority, 
and under this bill the Mississippi River 
Commission would be abolished. 

Since this undertaking is the greatest 
engineering problem that has ever con- 
fronted the human race, and since the 
Nation can not afford to risk failure 
after spending $1,000,000,000 in at- 
tempting to contro] this oceanic river. 
it seems wise to insist that all the engi- 
neering ability of the United States 
should be available for planning and 
executing the work. The country’s engi- 
neering ability is not confined to the 
Gen Jadwin is 
enamored of the plan he has devised, 
but it is not certain that his plan is the 
best. It should be subjected to the scru- 
tiny of engineers who are independent 
of the War Department. Further investi. 
gation is necessary before it will be safe 
to adopt any specific plan. The outcome 
will probably be a composite plan em- 
bodying the best thought of many en.

THE GASOLINE TAX, 


The tax on gasoline, used of 
producing revenue in al] but two States now, 
may be tested in the United States Supreme 
Court as the result of the decision in 
terming the levy uneonstitutional under the 
fourth amendment. The court’s opinion is ex- 
pected to permit entry into the Federal courts 
of a question which has heretofore been set- 
tled by State courts in each instance, 

The discriminatory features of such legisla- 
tion, emphasized in the Illinois decision, have 
long been used as an argument the oppo- 
nents of the gasoline tax. The identica) issue 
is presented in Maryland, where an effort has 
been made to force a referendum on the lateral 
road tax which brings the levy on ,asoline in 
that State up to 4 cents a gallon. The inter- 
est of automobilists in the District of Colum- 
bia lies in the fact that it was in order, to ob- 
tain reciprocity from Maryland that the tax 
was placed on gasoline here. Abolition of the 
tax in the neighboring State might result in 
similar action in Washington.

is true that users of gasoline cars pay a greater 
share of the tax burden than those operating 
steam or electric automobiles, but the number 
of the last named is relatively so small that it is 
hardly worth while taking them into account. 
The benefit of good roads, built, improved 
and maintained to a large extent with money 
obtained from the tax on gasoline, is shared 
more largely by the owners and drivers of 
gasoline motor cars than by any other class. 
‘They should bear their fair share o? the cost 
of providing highways suitable for convenient 
and rapid automobile travel. 

The greatest apparent danger in the gaso- 
line tax-is that it will be made ruinous. Sev 
eral States, finding the tax both profitable and 
easy of collection, have made it the medium 
for imposing burdens that the automobilist 
should not bear alone. The rate of taxation 
has risen by degrees until in some cases it 
amounts to as much as 25 per cent of the cost 
of gaseline. Such conditions naturally tead 
to revolt and increase the number and 
strength of those allied against a form of taxa- 
tion which. when equitably and sane!yv applied, 
results in revenue and progress. 


NEED OF WOMEN POLICE,

/chaht Fleet Corporation employs stead- 
| ily some 12,000 men in the operation of 


approxiniately 3800 vessels. Necessarily 

the manning of these vessels, the 
Shipping Board must have some organ- 
ized system of employment in order to 
safeguard against the employment of 
inefficient or undesirable seamen, just 
as any employer in other lines of activ- 
ity, private or governmental, has to do. 
There is no such thing as a “blacklist” 
system, which prohibits men from get- 
ting employment on ships belonging to 
other employers, The system- merely 
acts to avoid the reemployment by the 
Merchant Fleet Corporation of a man 
who has been found faithless and inef- 
ficient. 

If the Shipping Board did not main- 
tain this employment office at a cost 
uf $120,000 per annum, there would be 
an expense of over twice that amount 
in the employment and obtaining oi 
seamen through “crimps,”” employment 
Offices and boarding houses, &c. The 
physical examination of seamen is an- 
other thing which is imperative if we 
are to have efficient crews. 

We have been able, through a unified 
system of employment, to bring about 
a great improvement in the morale and 


standard of the seamen on our ships 
and we have been able to mainiain an 
average Of about 85 per cent Americans, 
whereas before the Sea Service Bureau 
came into existence less than 10 per 
cent of the crews of American ships 
were Americans.

Coming Treasury Financing

DOMESTIC OUTPUT LIGHT 


New York, Feb. 26 (A.P.).—The bond 
market last week settled into a series 
of the quietest sessions of the year. 
During the first two days traders were 
quite hesitant, owing to the approach 
of the holiday, and, later, preliminary 
announcement of the March 15 Gov- 
ernment financing caused a further 
disposition to limit commitments until 
further details were made known. 

Warnng of the approaching Treasury 
financing was given by the Federal Re- 
serve Bank which notified its mem- 
bers that an issue was expected. A fur- 
ther offer to exchange new securities 
for Third Liberty 44's which mature 
in September probably will be made in 
addition to the refunding of Treasury 
obligations which fall due at this time. 
The amount of Third Liberties now 
Outstanding is- $1,544,826,000, about 
$600,000,000 of them having been ex- 
changed for 31, per cent Treasury 
notes in a previous offer. 

Interest in international financing 
again was injected by announcemet of 
a $40,000,000 loan to the Province of 
Buenos Aires, Argentina, which will be 
tnarketed here shortly. The proceeds 
of th? bond Issue will be used to re- 
tual eertain of the province's existing 
debts. 

A large financing program by the 
Austrian government also is understood 
to be under way. The amount of the 
loan is estimated at #8100,- 
000,000, part of which will be floated 
abroad.

January Output Falls Of. 


January production, as reported by 
he Government, increased substantiaily 
over December, but fell off slightly from 
the Ja.uary figures of last year. 

Revenue freight loadings were below 
those of the preceding week, as well as 
those of one and two years ago. For 
the year to date gains have been re- 
corded only in grain and live stock 
loadings, but most of the decrease in 
other lines has been in coal, production 
of which was at a peak last year be- 
cause of the approaching strike. 

The textile industry showed some- 
what more irregularity thar in earlier 
weeks. Cotton goods were slower, while 
rayon and broad silks continued to be 
the leaders. 

Concern continued to be felt over the 
unemployment situation, the Depart- 
ment of Labor reporting factory em- 
ployment at the lowest since the spring 
of “922. The congestion of out-of-door 
workers, who gravitate to cities in the 
winter, showed some signs of improve- 
ment as spring approached. 


Grains Move Upward. 


Nonferrous metals moved generally 
downward in price, and further reces- 
sions in rubber were noted. Wheat, 
corn and oats showed an upward ten- 
dency. 

The recent cold spell was not be- 
lieved to have caused any damage to 
winter wheat, since the belt was well 
covered by snow. Needed moisture was 
received in the Central States, with a 
beneficial effect on the growing grain 
in that region. Wheat exports fell off 
sharply from the preceding week, which 
accounted in a measure for the ad- 
vance in price. 

In the retail trade somewhat better 
buying was reported from some sec- 
tions, and prospects were improved 
with the approach of the farm employ- 
ment season. The fact that retailers 
were calling for prompt deliveries was 
a cheering factor, particularly in the 
dry-goods trade. 


Little Change in Lumber. 


Little change was noted in the lum- 
ber industry, which has been expand- 
ing in anticipation of a brisk increase 
in building operations early in the 
spring. 

There was little change in the mon- 
etary situation. A decrease of §$91,- 
090.000 in brokers’ loans was attributed 
in large part to the recent heavy liqui- 
dation of stocks. 

Bank clearings in the principal finan- 
cial centers decreased slightly from the 
preceding week, but recorded’ a mod- 
erate advance over the corresponding 
week of the year before.

Commodity Shipments by Rail 
Also Increased Over 1927 
Low Point. 


STEEL BUYING IS ACTIVE

(Assoclated Press.) 


The Federal Reserve Board reported 
yesterday that industrial production 
and shipments of commodities by rail- 
roads “increased considerably” in Janu- 
ary from the low point reached at the 
end of 1927, 

The general level of wholesale com- 
modity prices, however, showed a slight 
decline, the statement added. 

An increase of 6 per cent in indus- 
trial production from December to Jan- 
uary reflected a larger output of manu- 
factures, particularly in fron and steel 
and automobiles, while the daily aver- 
age production of steel ingots increased 
by over 25 per cent in January. This ts 
the largest monthly increase since 1924, 
it was pointed out. 

Buying of stee) products by railroads 
and by the automobile and construc- 
tion industries also was active in Janu- 
ary, and notwithstanding the large vol- 
ume of production and shipments, un- 
filled orderg showed an increase during 
the month. 

Automobile production, which in De- 
cember was in smallest volume since 
1922, increased considerably in Janu- 
ary, the board reported, and was only 
slightly smaller than in the same month 
of the preceding year. 

January building contracts exceeded 
those for the corresponding month last 
year, and awards during the first half of 
February practically were in the same 
volume 4s a year ago. 

Department store sales showed a de- 
cline, but sales of mail order houses 
were ebout 6 per cent larger than a 
year ago, 

The report stated that total loans and 
investments of member banks in lead- 
ing cities showed a decline of more 
than 200,000,000 for the four weeks 
ended February 15, adding that the de- 
cline almost entirely was in loans on 
securities, with this class of loans de- 
creasing by nearly $460,000,000 from the 
peak at the turn of the year.

Commissioner Attacks Meas- 
ure for Redistribution Now 
Before House. 


NEW JERSEY’S STATUS 
UNDER BILL EXAMPLE 


Points Out How Efforts to Bet- 
ter Conditions Have Been 
Blocked by Congress. 


If the people desire to see the pres- 
ent broadcasting structure wrecked the 
enactment of the redistribution clause 
sgreed upon by the House committee is 
the surest way for Congress to carry 
out that purpose, according to O. H. 
Caldwell, Federal Radio Commissioner 
from the Eastern zone. 

This is anamendment to the bill 
Passed by the Senate recently and now 
before the House, which would extend 
the life of the commission for another 
year, If the bill is not agreed upon 
by both houses by March 15 radio con- 


trol will revert to Secretary Hoover and 
the commission will become an appel- 
late body. 

- “Indeed, the radio listeners have had 
little so far at the hands of their rep- 
resentatives in Washington,” Mr. Cald- 
well said yesterday in a letter to 
Thomas F. Burley, manager of station 
WCAP, at Asbury Park, N. J.,” despite 
the earnest efforts of certain indi- 
viduals in Congress to solve this 
problem in its true radio aspects of 
real public service. 


Provided No, Funds. 


“After setting up a Radio Commis- 
sfon in 1927, Congress promptly failed to 
appropriate any funds on which such 
commission could operate, employ aids 
or experts or purchase necessary ap- 
paratus. To date three radio com- 
miasioners have received no salaries 
whatever. 

“And now, after a year of the com- 
mission, and three months of the pres- 
ent session of Congress, the Radio 
Commission is still without a quorum 
confirmed by the Senate, and so finds 
itself hampered on every hand—au- 
thority, funds, personnel and equip- 
ment—in its efforts to proceed with 
its carefully considered plans to bring 
good radio to every home in America.” 

The clause referred to by Mr. Cald- 
well would require an equal! division of 
powers, wave lengths and licenses in 
the five radio zones into which the 
country is divided. At the present 
time the bulk of the power and wave 
lengths are said to be found in the 
Eastern and Middie Western portions 
of the United States. 

Since the Southern zone, according 
to Mr. Caldwell’s calculations, has only 
45,000 watts total power, this figure 
would also become the limit of power 
for the zone which includes New Jer- 
sey, the Eastern States and New Eng- 
land. 

As typical of what might happen 
elsewhere if such a redistribution is re- 
quired Mr. Caldwell pictures to the New 
Jersey broadcaster what the situation 
would be in the latter’s State. 


Pictures New Jersey Status. 


“With 3,200 watts available for all 
seventeen stations in New Jersey sev- 
eral alternatives would be offered” the 
Commissioner points out. All New 
Jersey stations might be closed down, 
except the two which undoubtedly have 
the largest audiences, WJZ and WOR. 
These stations, with powers and in- 
vestments respectively of (WJZ 30,000 
watts, $500,000) and (WOR 5,000 watts, 
$175,000), could then be continued to 
serve the public, but with their powers 
cut to, say, 2,600 watts and 600 watts, 
respectively. So we would have: WJZ, 
2,600 watts; WOR, 600 watts, and al 
other stations closed down. 

“Or, if it is assumed that the clause 
indicates that New Jersey must have its 
equitable proportion of the total num- 
ber of stations per zone (which is 93), 
one-fourteenth of 93 gives, say 7 sta- 
tions in New Jersey could then be 
watts among the present 7 largest sta- 
tions in Neew Jersey could then be 
divided proportionately as follows: WJZ, 
1,920 watts; WOR, 320 watts; WPG, 320 
watts; WLWL, 320 watts; WODA, 65 
watts; WGL, 65 watts; WHAP, 65 watts, 
and all other stations closed down. 

“Similarly, in New York State WEAF 
end WGY would have to be cut to 5,000 
watts each, WNYC to 50 watts, WHN to 
50 watts, and so on. Corresponding 
calculations can be performed for other 
States, showing the havoc to radio lis- 
teners East, South and North, which 
such a law would bring—for these New 
York and New Jersey stations furnish 
programs to the whole country, and 
particularly to the South.” 


~ Legislation In Snarl. 


Commissioner Caldwell’s letter again 
focuses attention on the present snarl 
that radio legislation finds itself in. If 
there should not be time between now 
‘and March 15 for Congress to enact a 
Jaw providing for the continuation of 
the commission, very likely the three 
commissioners now up for confirmation, 
Mr. Caldwell, whose confirmation has 
been pending since he was passed over 
by the Senate committee almost a year 
ago; Sam Pickard, of Kansas, and 
Harold Lafount, of Utah, may be kept 
in suspense indefinitely. 

The administration would be em- 
barrassed, it is said, Secretary Hoover,

subject, which too often have been mis- 
taken for propaganda, are increasingly 
apparent. 

‘ “Old Ironsides,” being shown at Cran- 
dall’s Metropolitan Theater for the first 
time locally at popular prices, for two 
days: now has packed the house with 
cheering crowds, keenly alive to the 
merits of a picture which adds his- 
torical authenticit: and an appealing 
romance to the purely adventurous ele- 
ments of drama which Rafael Sabatgni 
drew from the sam~ sources for his €n- 
tirely fictional tale of “The Sea Hawk.” 

Written by Laurence Stallings, au- 
thor of “What Price Glory,” this rous- 
ing tale of America’s youth on the 
high seas and Uncle Sam’s complete un- 
willingness to surrender his every moral 
right to the Barbary pirates and the 
preying powers of Tripoli, affords fre- 
quent opportunities for the waving of 
the flag and such demonstrations of 
American patriotism and valor as may 
be relied upon to stir the blood and 
swell the heart. They are not dragged 
in as false means of creating applause, 
but are indigenous to the story and re- 
fiective of the spirit that has made our 
country great. 

The action which characterizes the 
first half of the movement of the story, 
while interesting and diverting in its 
play of comedy, possesses nothing of 
the prodigious sweep and embattled 
fury of the final reels that bring the 
Constitution into action against the 
piratical craft that swarmed the Medi- 
terranean and the most formidable land 
batteries its coasts could boast. Here is 
a climax that may safely be ranked with 
the most tremendously moving ever 
caught by the camera. It is amazing 
that the half dozen pivotal figures car- 
rying the romantic narrative unfolded 
against a colorful historical background 
could have been kept so effectively in 
the spectator’s eye during mass scenes 
of such fabulous combat. 

These central characters are depicted 
in splendid fashion by Charles Farrell 
and Esther Ralston, as the young lovers; 
George Bancroft and Wallace Beery, as 
the rival Navy gunner and merchant 
sailor; Johnny Walker, as Decatur; 
George Godfrey, the giant ship’s cook. 
and literally thousands in support. 

The bill also includes a Mack Sennett 
comedy, “Smith’s Army Life;” the latest 
release of the Kinograms and orchestral 
prelude conducted by Alexander Podnos, 
which, it seems fair to predict, will not 
in any way impede the deservedly long 
run which “Old Ironsides” probably will 
enjoy.

Lon Chaney gives what is probably 
his finest portrayal in the role of Quasi- 
modo. His wizardry of make-up 1s a 
thing to wonder at, but greater than 
this is the artistry which enables him 
to project through this grotesque figure 
the soul of the man, and to awaken in 
the spectators sympathy, compassion 
and even admiration. 

Patsy Ruth Miller is appealing and 
beautiful as Esmeralda, and Norman 
Ferry is adequate a; her lover. Ernest 
Torrence gives a thoughtful interpreta- 
tion of Clopin, and Nigel de Bruller, 
Brandon Hurst, Gladys Brockwell and 
Raymond Hatton are particularly good 
in an exceptionally brilltant supporting 
cast. 

It would be inappropriate to review 
this picture without mentioning the 
wonderful settings including the Court 
of Miracles, the Palais du Justice, the 
Bastile, and, above all, the Cathedral 
of Notre Dame, itself.

tion for the thought that Mr. Hoover is 
of the “internationalist’” mind. He is 
an internationalist, they argue, to the 
extent that he has traveled over the 
world, knows world economic condi- 
tions, and as a result ig capable of 
dealing with them intelligently. His 
world-wide view is that of an economist. 
As Secretary of Commerce he has had to 
give close attention to world-wide 
affairs. 


But his economic conception of the 
United States in its relation to world 
affairs is said to be that of the greatest 
possible freedom for American business, 
and that the Government should ad- 


here closely to a policy of “enlightened 
self-interest.” 


Pro-British Tendency Denied. 


Just how pro-British tendencies can 
be attributed to Mr. Hoover in the light 
of his record in the Cabinet is difficult 
for his friends to understand, they say. 
Britishers visiting Washington. since 
the campalgn began to get warm are 
said to have been amazed at this char- 
acterization of the Secretary and not 
to have disguised their contrary feel- 
ings. 

The secretary’s attack on the British 
rubber monopoly is cited as a striking 
instance of his “enlightened self-in- 
terest” mind as regards the interna- 
tional trade affairs of this country. 

At that time he virtually threatened 
a boycott of one of England’s greatest 
staples if prices did not go down, it is 
recalled. No one in England, it is 
pointed out, looked upon this as a pro- 
British move. 

He believes, it is said, that thsi coun- 
try should have peaceful commercial 
and cultural relations with the rest of 
the world, but for !t now to enter into 
any entangling alliances or agreements 
with countries less fortunately situated 
geographically or historically would be 
to jeopardize its economic security.

In fact, according to one close to the 
secretary, he is so far from being an 
“internationalist” that he talks at cabi- 
net meetings and elsewhere as an “ir- 
reconcilable.” And his managers be- 
lieve that with the definite statement 
of his views the “internationalist” issue 
against him will be for all time removed. 

Whether the secretary’s statement 
Will be so definite as to treat with the 
particular reservations which served to 
prevent this country’s ent’ nce into the 
court, Just as much as the outright de- 
feat of the World Court adherence 
resolution would have done, is not 
known. ; ' 

Although President Coolidge was in 
favor of the World Court resolution 
without the particularly objectionable 
reservation which provided that the 
court could not treat with matters in 
which this country had an interest, or 
considered it had an interest, its inser- 
tion was acceptable to him and he has 
not seen fit to revive the question since 
the other court nations denied this 
country’s admission under the condi- 
tions therein laid down. 

The particularly objectionable reser- 
vation was accepted by the World Court 
senators, including Senator Swanson, %f 
Virginia. It was put in, however, at 
the instance of the irreconcilables and 
as the matter turned out, gave them 
victory instead of defeat. 

Senator Gillett (Republican), of 
Massachusetts, has recently introduced 
a resolution asking the President to 
reopen the question with a view to 
seeing if this co. try and the others 
can not get together. The senator is a 
staunch supporter of Mr. Hoover.

PATTERSON TRACT OPTION 
HELD “BLUEF™ BY GROUP 


Commission Men’s Action to 
Locate Mart There Ires 
Trinidad Citizens. 


WANT THE SITE FOR PARK 


Declaring the option taken on the 
Patterson tract by a group of commis- 
sion men “a bluff” to influence Con- 
gress to establish the Farmers’ Market 
on a portion of the site, G. M. Koock- 
ogey, president of the Trinidad Citl- 
zens Association, yesterday issued a 
call for record “turn out” at a meet- 
ing fixed to consider the question to- 
morrow night, at the Wheatley School. 

“Their game is to get enough of the 
others to follow them in the hops that 
Congress can be bluffed into putting 
the Farmers’ Market there,’”’ Koockogey 
said. “They have succeeded in lining 
up about one-third of the commission 
men, the other two-thirds standing pat 
on the Southwest location.” 

Koockogey said that the commission 
men are paying about 81,500,000 for a 
tract assessed at $525,000. He declared 
that this group plans to work off the 
least desirable portio:. of the Patterson 
tract on the National © ital Park and 
Planning Commission for a park. Last 
November the Trinidad Citizens Associ- 
ation asked the National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission to condemn 
the entire level portion of the Patter- 
son tract, and to disregard the wooded 
portion for the present. According to 
Koockogey the association will .eter- 
mine Tuesday night whether or not it 
shall continue to fight for the entire 
Patterson tract for a park. 

The question of locating the farmers 
market on the Southwest site, which 
was chosen by the District Commission- 
ers, will be the first problem to be 
threshed out before the House District 
committee today—the first District day 
of the present session of the Hovse. 
The Stalker bill, authorizing 8300,000 
for purchase of the site, is the first 
thing on their docket.

Unite Against Stalker Meas- 
ure Placing Market in 
the Southwest. 


ECKINGTON IS BETTER, 
THEIR STATISTICS SAY 


Declare 13,000 Acres That 
Supply Capital With Vegeta- 
tables Are in Maryland. 


Farmers and other citizens of Mont- 
gomery County have expressed appre- 
hension in the matter of the location of 
the farmers’ produce market in Wash- 
ington, lest the Stalker bill, which is to 
be the first measure to be considered 
today by the House, and which author- 
izes an appropriation of $300,000 for 


the purchase of a market site in the 
Southwest section of Washington, 
should be favorably considered by that 
body. 
Apparently, without exception, Mont- 
gomery County farmers are against the 
location of the farmers’ market in the 
Southwest section, and they are backed 
in their Opposition by the Montgomery 
County Farm Bureau, which favors the 
use of the block between New York 
avenue and Florida avenue and between 
North Capitol street and First street 
northeast known as the Eckington site. 
Dr. T. B. Symons, of the University 
of Maryland, is authority for the state- 
ment that of the 14,000 acres of land 
producing fresh vegetables for the 
Washington market, 11,000 acres lie in 
Maryland. It is declared that only a 
small proportion of the present space 
holders in the farmers’ market will 
benefit by locating the market in the 
Southwest. 


Bureau Gives Reasons. 


The Montgomery County Farm Bu- 
reau, which jis in favor of a market 
site north of Pennsylvania avenue and 
which bitterly opposes its location else- 
where, gives several reasons why it hag 
taken this position. They are as fol- 
lows: 

Four-fifths of the population of the .- 
District live north of Pennsylvania ave- 
nue; more than nine-tenths of the 
hotels and boarding houses and four- 
fifths of the restaurants and lunch 
rooms and more than three-fourths of 
the retail grocery stores lie north of 
Pennsylvania avenue; future expansion 
of.the District of Columbia, in popula- 
tion and in the number of hotels, 
boarding houses>restaurants and retail 
grocery stores will--take “flece north 
of Pennsylvania avenue; accessibility 
and parking facilities are good; it is 
near the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
Terminal, is served by three car lines; 
it is easily reached by all farmers com- 
ing from Maryland or Virginia. 

United States Senator Millard F Tyd- 
ings, of Maryland, has introduced a 
bill in the Senate authorizing the Dis- 
trict Commissioners to acquire an Eck- 
ington site. Representative Gambriil, 
of Laurel, has introduced a similar bill 
in the House. Both bills have the full 
support of Montgomery County farmers 
and the Montgomery County Farm Bu- 
reau. 


Four Eckington Sites. 


There are four so-called Eckington 
sites. The Tydings bill authorizes an 
appropriation of $600,000 for the ac- 
quisition of the stte bounded by North 
Capitoi street, First street, Florida ave- 
nue, O and P streets northeast 

Opponents of the acquisition of a 
site in Southwest Washington point 
out that the area selected is too small; 
that it is inaccessible to the great ma- 
jority of growers of fresh produce, the 
greater part of which is raised in Mary- 
land; that traffic conditions ure infe- 
rior; that the majority of producers will 
have to go through the downtown sec- 
tion to reach it; that there are only 
four north and south travel lanes run~ 
ning through the Mall to the South- 
west, viz., Sixth, Seventh, Twelfth and 
F urteenth streets; that it ts impos- 
sible to extend either Eighth, Ninth, 
Tenth, Eleventh o: Thirteenth streets 
th ough the Mall, and that the Federal 
building program for the development 
of the Mall will necessitate the rear- 
rangement of street car tracks and will 
require the rerouting of all cars serv- 
ing the Southwest area proposed for 
the farmers market.
